WICEsince World War IT my beart 
has Jed me on jong pilerimages over- 
seas. | went as an ok) soldier seeking 
fallen comiracies. 

The hours | walked amon our lost legions 
were timong the most poignant of my life. 
Each site evoked old memories of clecisions 
made, of battles waged wand won, worl, above 
all, of the youne Americans who paid the 
highest price that war can exact. Vet the 
tribute T eave these men in my thoughts must 
remiin oh unwritten one, for words cannot 
capture or convey gratitude held so deeply. 

In the course of my pilgrimages there grew 
a very great, if melincholy, <atisfaction in 
the work of the Americon Bottlh Monuments 
Commission, entrusted with the quire of our 
war dead in foreign lands. We were keeping 
fuith with the fallen, We were taking to them 
all that we could af hore, of beauty, and of 
remembrance, 


An Obligation to the Living 


The Commission's high task involves also a 
most solemn obligation ta the living. IT have 
corresponded personally with many Gold Star 
families concerning our work, but to write 
wutds of comfort wand assurance to all is be 
vond my powers. Therefore, | would like to 
shate with the bereived, ond wrth al) other 
Americans, this brief account of a loving 
stewurdship. 

When World War Hf ended, 15,000,000 
Amencan men and women had answered the 
call to arms: of these, 360.810 died oversens. 
Most of them were buried near where they 
fell, in temporary craves on alien snil,

In the years that followed, more than. half 
were brought hack to their homeland ot the 
request af relatives, The Commission his 
labored unceasingly throuwh the pest decade 
in behalf of these left in our care, and today 
they all lie in permanent memorial cemeteries. 

We have established 14 of these World War 
Ho omemorials abroatl—at Manila, near Bataan 
und Corregilor: in the green of the English 
countryside: on hills above the pastoral val- 
levs of France iim Belgium: in the fields of 
Luxembourg, the Netherlands, Italy, ane 
North Africa. 


Six Shrines Dedicated Last Summer 


Last July, six of these shrines—all in Eu- 
tope—were dedicated, The remainder will 
be renly by the end of 1958,

From our tatk's inception the Commission 
has tried, aa far as work and patience and 
skill can do, to moke the memorials worthy af 
the men and women they bonor. We began 
by asking 14 outstanding United States archi- 
tects cach to design a cemetery with its 
chapel, With every architect a landscape ex- 


peért, asculptor, and o painter—all Americans 


—teneraully collabarnted. 
Onee cur plans had been formed, the Amer- 
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ican Graves Registration Service mover the 
dead from nearly 250) temporary cemeteries, 
and reverent tends eave them final interment, 
Then, step by step, the Commission trans- 
formed each permanent site into a place of 
beauty and cignity. 

The memorial chapels, for example. are of 
erent artistic ment and truly representative 
of the American people. Fach displays ili 
trated! battle maps, usually large murals, am- 
mitted by text to explain the camparmns, In 
no two instances: have artists used the same 
metheds—rarely even the same materials. 
Some maps ate mace of layered marhle; 
others are in tironze relief, still others im 
fresco of in Ceramics. 


Remembrance Walls Honor the Missing 


Visitors also will see long lists of Americans 
missing in active, These regional hemor mollis 
are inscribed within the chapels or upen ex- 
terior walls of remembrance. 

Thouwth the buildings give one a pervasive 
feeling of reverence, for me the deepest ¢om- 
munion is found outside among. the graves, 
Tt seems to be the same for many visitors. 
Some pause long minutes with heads bowed 
in prayer. Around them others, in quict 
meditation, of with voices respectfully hushed, 
stroll down the ordered columns of marble 
headstones—a Star of David for those of the 
Jewish faith, a Latin Cross for all others. 

When known, the name of the individual. 
with other information, is cut upon the headl- 
stone. Uf the man could not be identified, 
the inscription says: “Herre Rests rm How- 
onED Griony A Commanit in AgMs KRSoWwN 
nur To Gao.”

Memorials Are Not Enough 


Vet | feel. with equal conviction, that the 
excellent cure given our cemeteries, and the 
distinguished memorials erected, are not 
enough, Something more is needed. and only 
the public can give it. 

Let me tntroduce my explanation by tell- 
ing vou a true and very moving story. 

One of the loveliest of the new cemeteries 
lies at Epinal in northeastern France. There 
the American superintendent recently received 
a call from a townsman whose mission wus 
mercy. The ¢aller said an elderly Ameri- 
can woman, sick, alone, and virtually penni- 
less. was stranded atan inn in Epinal, She 
did not speak French, and for some time she 
had been existing only on apples and cookies. 
Would the superintendent help ber? 

He went immediately to. the woman and 
recogniacd her aso Gold Star mother who 
had been to the cemetery ceveral times. A 
proved and reticent person, she hac given mo 
indication of her plight. 

The superintendent and his wife took this: 
mother into their bome and oursed ber hack 
to health As they gaine! her confidence, 
they glimpsed the troe measure of her Joneli- 
ness andl her purpose, 

She was a widow with few friends and with- 
out close relatives. Her only son had been 
killed in the war. At his death the woman 
had vowed that someday she would visit his 
crave, and for years she had serimped arecl 
saved to make the journey. Then at Epinal, 
the vow kept, her funds ran out. 

Fortunately the mother beld a retum 
ticket for passage home, but from their own 
pockets the Anierican couple give her money 
for food and railroad fare to a French port. 

What Gethsemane of spirit this lonely 
woman endured we can only imagine, but 
there is a clear lesson for everyone in. her 
inflexible resolve te pay tribute to her sen, 

All of us are so greatly indebted to that 
boy and the thousands like him. In a higher 
sense, they are the sons of every free man. 
Therefore | ask each reader who can, not just 
the war-bereaver, to visit the cemeteries andl 
pay similar tribute. 

That is the “something more” needed,

For thousands of other Americans, a memo- 
rial pilzrimage requires little effort or sacti- 
fice, These are the tourists who cross the 
seas in increasing numbers ench year to travel 
through foreign lands. 

But the richt to tour, like other rights, ts 
often denied a subject people, Amieritans 
traveling abroad might pounder this deeper 
siumincenee behind their blithe holiday, re- 
membering to whom they owe the good things 
of travel—the freedom of movement, the 
gaiety of a liberated) Paris, the peacefulness 
of a quaint village. 

Many would then, Tam sure, take time to 
visit one or more cemetenes. The World 
War Uf memorials are all easily accessible by 
roilrond or highway, | 

The six dedicated last summer serve not 
only to commemerate our armed forces but 
aiso to mark the general positions where 
Americins waged some af the war's most 
critical campaigns (map, page 738). Those 
near our landing places in Normandy and at 
Anzio ate of particular historic interest. 


Pocifie Memorials Not Ver Dedicated 


Though cight cemeteries remain to be dedi- 
cated; all are open to the public. Their 
locations; St. Avold. France: Henri Chapelle 
and Neuville en Condroz, Belgium; Mar- 


raten, the Netherlands: Hamm, Luxem- 
boure: Florence, Italy; Tunis, in North 


Africa, wand Manila. in the Philippines. 
The only sites in the Pacific islands or the 
Far Fast are the cemetery at Manila—tregest 
af all—and National Memorial Cemetery of 
the Pacific, maintain! by the Army. at 
Funchbow! Crater, Honolulu. At both sites 


the Commission is preparing appropriate 
memorials, In the Hawaii cemetery rest 


many who gave their lives in Korea as well 
a3 thousands of heroes of the hxhting over 
the vast Pacific in World War 1, | 
Some of our Unksowns of the second World 
War were moved to the United States World 
War T memorial at Suresnes, on the outskirts 
of Paris. Its chapel has been enlarged by 
uidding two Inawias, of wings, one for tach 
ereat war. This site epitomizes all our mili- 
tary cemeteries and memorials, For 30 years 
representatives oof the United States and 
French Governments have visited Suresmes 
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on cetemonial occasions to honor the den, 

Many private citizens of Frome, 3 of 
other countries; also journey to-our shrines. 
Often they bring fresh flowers for graves ane! 
make solemn family outings of thelr visits. 
At times superintenlents overhear parents 
telling voungsters the story of the dend 


‘Stranvers. how they came from across the 
sea to fight freedom’s battle. 


Such incidents bring to mind a tribute 
Pericles paid the dead of ancient Athens: 
‘In foreagn lands there dwells also an 
unwritten memorial of them, graven not on 
stone but in the beprts.of men.” 

I have always felt that the establishment 
of American war cemeteries abroad was of 
vreat intertiitional tmportance. Each was 
bollt on ground donate! by the host country, 
and cach stunds:as 2 perpetual reminder of 
the sacrifices the United States made in the 
CONTE: CH, 

Though muny foreign friends have visited 
the sites, we hope many more of good heart 
aod memory will be moved to do likewise.

Cm the follawing pages Howell Walker of 
the Natiovat Gtocrapaic Macarinn staff 
tells with feeling and perceptlon the story of 
last summer's dedications.

To my own personal message 1 would add 
hut one more thought, amd again T quote from 
Pencles, What he said in anclent times of 
the defenders of Greek freedom is a fit epi- 
taph for our sons: 

“Veben the moment cime they were minded 
to resist and suffer, rather than to fly and 
save their lives: they ran away from the 
word af dishenour, but on the hutth-field 
their feet stood fast, and in an instant. at 
the heleht of their fortune, they passed away 
from the scene, not of their fear, but of their 
alory."' 
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HE. colonel had come all the way from 
d besew Kansas, to Cambridge, Ene- 
land, to keep a promise. He came to visit 
the grave of his wartime copilot. 

On this solemn mission Lt. Col. William RB: 
Lawley walked slowly throwsh the American 
cemetery, looking for his friend's heatlstone. 
But « single marker wes hard to locate among 
the army of white crosses marching pre- 
claely as West Pointers into the mist of the 
The colonel could not 
find it. and neither could [ when I joined in

the search, 

As the mist turned to drizzle, we entered 
the office of the superintendent for a clue, 
simething we should have done in the first 
place. For there Lawley had only to give 
his copilot’s name, and-a card was produced 
lo pinpoint the burial place: “Plot D, Row 1, 
Grave 9." 

With these directions we easily found the 
cross of 2d Lt. Paul W. Murphy. 1 phote 
uraphed it as Lawley stood by, bareheaded 
in the rain, 

Over Germany, Murphy was killed by 
enemy fire which alo knocked out an engine 
of thelr Flying Fortress. Flak silenced a 
second engine and left it burning, But Law- 
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erty neat os @ military, post Dwiwht D. Eisenhower summed up the pur-

notes of tups, Military bands plaved the 
national anthems of France and the United 
States. Then came a hush, broken only by 
GI boots crunching on a gravel path as the 
color guard withdrew. 

A representative of each of five patriotic 
ormanizations chartered by the U.S. Congress 
accompanied the American Battle Monu- 
ments Commission to every memorial cdedica- 
tion. The group comprised the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars of the U. S., American War 
Mothers. the Ameriain Legion, Disabled 
American Veterans, and the AMVETS 
(American Veterans of Work War IT). Their 
members laid wreaths during the ceremonies. 


The Battle of Normandy 


The Americans from Omaha Beach linked 
up with these on Utah Beach. They cut off 
the Cotentin Meninsula, captured the vital port 
of Cherbourg, then bewan a wide-scule offen- 
sive toward the south, 

Meanwhile, British and Canadian armics 
to the east fought for and tonk the heavily 
defended city of Caen, but met stubborn Ger- 
tim resistance along their east-west [ront. 

Even in the wake of effective bombing the 
Americans had to fight fiercely near Saint Lb, 
Coutances, and Avranches; About Aueust 1, 
however, the war in France began to move 
with lightning speed, ‘The Americans burst 
into Brittany, liberating Rennes, Nantes, and 
St. Malo within a period of two weeks. 

The Germans were on the nim, a fiehting 
Tun toward the east. ‘They made a desperate 
effort to escape throweh a marrow corridor 
between Falaise and Argentan. Here rawedl 
one of the hardest strugeles in all Normandy. 


Danger Hid in the Hedderows 


The Americans had swept nerth to Argen- 
tan, the Canadians south to Folaise: The 
Altied jaws tightened on the remnants of 
the enemy's retreating forces. At Chambnis 
the Americans and Canadians combined their 
strength to close the Falaise pocket and deal 
the death bite. By the night of August 2] 
the battle for Normandy was won. Hrittany 
was virtually im hunel. | 

American fizhting men who fell winnine it 
lie near the little town of St. James, On the 
long bus trip from Chen to the Brittany Me- 
torial T talked with several of their comracdics- 
in-anms who survive. They were returning 
to honor friends Iost in this pastoral land 
which is now so full of pence and plenty.

John 1D. Hawk sat near me in the bus. 
Now a schoolteacher in Tracyton, Washine- 
ton, Howk last passed through this region asa 
sergeant with the U.S. 90th Infantry Division, 
He told me he lugved « machine gun over 306 
miles of Normandy in ten days, then burned 
it out in less than ten minutes during a hot en- 
fagement with the enemy at the closing of 
the Falaise pocket, 

The veterans remembered the endless 
hedgerows as so miiny enemy’ lines: how they 
hod! dreaded the ditches, the sunken mudely 
lanes, and somber groves concealiny snipers, 
Crawling. through the orchards, they had 
suspected every apple tree, and tripped booby 
traps inopen meadows where cows ani horses 
lay dead. They slept and ate in ruined build- 
ings or out in the rain. 

And they bad to fight their way into heavily 
fortified cities like Cherbourg. On that port's 
southern outskirts the Germans tumed the 
rocky summit of Montagne du Ruwle into 
a Strong point commanding nearly every 
approach. 


Reverence tn the Rain 


Carlos C. Ogilen, another of the Americans 
in the bus with me, togk part in the attack 
on this hill position. Just what part he had 
plaved IT learned only later when I visited 
the former cituidel, now a war museum, 
It displays a picture of Lt, (later Major) 
Carlos C, Ogden, 314th Infantry, 79th Divi- 
sion, The accompanying citation ‘tells how 
he won the Medal of Honor: | 

“For heroic leadership and indomitable 
courmge at Fort du Rowe 25 June, 1944, 
When the attack by his company was stopped 
by German fire fram the fort, Lieutenant 
Deden advanced alone up the slope. Although 
painfully wounded twice, he continued on, 
Silenced an 88 mm: gun and two machine 
suns, and opened the way for his company 
lo continue its advance anid capture the 
enemy position,” 

Sow from a speeding bus Qeden and the 
others watched mine-free fields and frivndly 
farms slide by, pretty as pictures for a fairy 
tale. Towns like Villers Bocaze, wholly de- 
stroyed in war, had been rebuilt out of all 
recognition. The valleys appeared beautifully 
freen. the hills incredibly gentle. 

In a miserable drizzle our bus rolled up 
to the gates of the Hrittany Cemetery. Farm- 
ing families and residents of near-by St. James 
had already arrived, some on foot, some by 
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hicyele, From more distant towns others 
came hy car. 

Fifteen hundred chairs outside the granite 
chapel were not enough: many persons stool 
throughout the devdicatery: service, On the 
shelters] speakers’ stand aml out in the wet, 
everyone paid homage to the 4,410 Americans 
who lie here: 

Senator Charles FE, Potter of Michizan, who 
lost both Jegs in Europe during the war, 
introduced France's Foreign Minister Chiris- 
tian Pineau, U.S. Air Secretary Donald A. 
Quarles, and other distinguished persons who 
addressed the gathering, 


School Children Write on Elegy 


After the final talk, Senator Potter took 
apiece of paper from hile pocket and said he 
wished to real a poem by some English school 
children. They had visited this American 
cemetery with their teacher, be-said, and she 
hae helped! them express their feelings, With

dark: nevertheless, American visitors may be 
admitted at any hour of the night. The resi- 
dent superintendent told) me of escorting 
fuests over the -urounds-by flashlight. Some- 
times they come at dawn. 

“Early one raw winter morning,” he re- 
culled, "I was sipping my first cup af coffee 
by the window when I saw an elderly French- 
man ride up on a bicycle, The gates hud 
only just opendd, Tie got off the hike, stepped 
out of his wooden shies, and walked along 
the cold pravel path to the chapel—over 
100 yards: He took off his beret outside 
the door-and bowed his head. He stood 
like that for some time—praving, I guess. 
Then he went back to the gates, put on his 
shoes, and rode mway on the bicvele.” 

Mavbe he prove! for Anierican friends 
made aud lost during the war. Or perhaps 
he simply paused for morning devotions, 

Except for its newness, the granite me- 
morial looks like many a rural church in Brit- 
tamy: it belongs to the landscape, The in- 
terior, however, is appropriately decorated 
with U.S, unit flags and wall maps (pages 
750-51). Abowe and behind the altar, light 
filters through the Great Seal of the United 
States in o tose window of stuined glass, 


From the Shores of Tripoli 


At the chancel rail [saw the prayer: “O 
Lord, support us all the day lone until the 
shadows lengthen and our work is done. Then 
in Thy mercy orant us a afte lodging and 
peace ot the lost.” 

As the day drew to a close, the superin- 
tendent said tome; “You National Geographic 
peaple are used to raising fags around the 
world; now I'm going to give you:a chance 
to take one down.” 

From 1 tall mast in front of the chapel we 
lowered the Stars and Stripes. A. stillness 
sttled on the cemetery, silent as dew. The 
peace of this summer evening made war— 
Any WiT—stem. remote, 

Thirteen months before the invasion of Nor- 
mundy the Alles completed the defeat of 
Asis forces in North Africa. Several thou- 
sand young Americuns lost in this campaign 


have been buried in Tunisia, near the site 


of ancient Carthage. The U. §. monument 
here, stil) unfinished during my tour, will 
be ready for consecration during the summer 
af 1958, 

On July 8, 1943, Allied linding craft 
pushed off from North Africa to take Sicily, 
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o grss-corpeted peristvie. Here on a pel 
estal stride two life-size bronzes of o soldier 
and » sailor, each with an arn on the other's 
bare showider, Now in a friendly land they 
walk free of war, their duty done (page 755). 

At the Netting monument one warm July 
afternoon 7 joined! about 2.000 Ttalians and 
Ameticans on the mall before the memorial 
building. AT. S. color guard and honor guard 
took up positions to the right of the main 
steps. In fullairess blue with red-plomed 
cocked hats,.a company of cordfrnert (Italy's 
military police) formed on the left. 


Between them Gen, Alexander A. Vanile-. 


enit.a wartime Commandant of the 35. Mia- 
rine Corps, presided on the speakers’ stanel, 
Htaly's Prime Minister Antonio Sram satiel: 


Rete should fiuelit puree with ws, in the 
name of liberty and independence.” And he 
declared that these who fell in the struggle 
should encourage us to defend together the 
hard-earned liberty and peace. 


Tribute to Italian Assistance 


In his dedicatory address, the Honorable 
Charles S. Thomas, then Secretary of the 
Navy, tecalled the military and political 
events that followed the landings at Nettuno 

and Angin. He could not overestimate, he 
aid. the value of Ttalin assistance, springing 
naturally from the traditional ties between 
Italy and the United States, 

“Cor fellow citizens of Ttalian origin,” sald 
Secretary Thomas, “have played a large part 
in the building of the United States. ...To- 
day our countries stand shoulder to shoulder 
for the common defense of our ideals...” 

The ceremony ended with a stirring fiv-past 
of Unite! States Navy planes. Tut many 
wuests. largely [tinlians, lingered until the sun's 
lest rays left the crosses to the quietness of 
twilicht. 

| strolled away with two Americans who 
had served in southern Italy. One of them 
was talking in the manner of » man thinking

Another serviceman: “] fought with the 
Rangers here. Some of these puys were my 
buddies. Pog guys.” 

A voung Bostonian told me <he traveled 
here expressly ta see the grave of her brother. 
killed’ at 18. She wrote of the Nettuno me- 
morigl: “Tt does them justice.” 

What finer tribute than that? 

The liberation of southern Italy opened the. 
way for i lirgescole invasion of southern 
France just as the battle for Normandy 
reached the decisive stage. This Mediter- 
ranean campaign, planned to assist the Allies 
in northern Europe, proved to be «a master- 
prece of militery strategy. 

Betore dawn on August 15, 1944, Allied 
paratroopers lamdel near Draguienan, 40 
miles northeast of Toulon. A few hours later, 
vliders packed with more fully equipped fight- 
inv men alivhted in the area, Altogether, 
9,000 Americans-and British descended from 
the skies with 213 cannon and 221 jeeps in 
one of the most successful airborne opera- 
tions of the war. 

But some American parachiutists went wide 
of their mark. Instead of landing in the tn- 
land Draguignan area, they hit the Medi- 
terrancin coast near St. Tropez. This turned 
out to be a providential miscabeulation. 


French Fighters Join Battle 


Recional FFI (French Forees of the In- 
terior) sean joined the wayward paratroopers, 
and together they attacked the Germans in 
St. Tropez. Ely noon this small but useful 
part belonged to the Allies. 

Farly that same morning three infantry 
divtions of the U. S. Seventh Army, sup- 
ported by French Army units as well os 
bombers, futhters, and warships, made beach- 
heads between Toulon and Cannes; overnight 
the Gull of St. Tropez became one of the 
world’s busiest harbors. 

A few days later the French General Jean 
de Lattre de Tassigny arrived in St. Tropex 
to discuss plains for'an attack on Toulon with 
Lt, Gen, Alexander M. Patch, commander of 
the U.S. Séventh Army, There is o story 
that Patch handed him half a flower a little 
girl had picked on Mount Vesuvius, 

“Let's each keep half,” said Patch, “as a 
goodluck charm to Jead our two armies, side 
by sicle."’

In September, 1044, swift-moving Allied 
armies from the south and thos from Nor- 
mandy forged a solid front in northeastern 
France. Meanwhile. British. Canadian, and 
U.S. forces hod crossed Belziun and entered 
the Netherlands, 

Logistic problems and stiff enemy resist- 
ance, however. checked the eastward advance, 
For weeks the Germans contested every Allied 
attempt to get 2 foothold along the Rhine. 


Bitter Fighting for the Rhine 


During: December the enemy lounched a 
desperate counterattack im the Ardennes, ‘This 
niensive drove more than $0 miles into the 
American lines and involved the Allies every- 
where along the western front, Despite 
frightful losses in bitter winter combat, Allied 
forces checked the attack, revained the initia- 
tive, and obliterated the “Bulge:’ Their mo- 
mentum carried them across the Rhine in 
March and finally into the heart of Germany.* 

Thousamts of United States troops were 
killed in the Rhine campaign. Many of 
them now rest in the American cemeteries at 
Epinal and St. Avold:in northeastern Finence: 
near Hamm, Luxembourg: ot Meuville en 
Condroz and Henri Chapelle, Beluium: and 
at the village of Margraten, the Netherlands. 
Of these, Epinal was ready for dedication 
in 195, 

Charles H. Coolidge of Signal Mountain. 
‘Tennessee, killed 26 of the enomy in on four- 
day encounter near Epinal and won the Merlal 
ef Honor for it. Last summer he revisited 
the saine battlefield, when the ABMC invited 
him to attend the dedication of the U.S. war 
memoria) three miles south of Epinal, 

“Just finished a Florida vacation when | 
got the word,’ Coolidge said. “Td been away 
from omy business long enowth nd really 
shouldn't have taken this tip to Europe. But 
then, T couliin’t Go enouch for the men who 
weren't as lucky as T was.” 

Today, on a wooded hill, 3.253 Americans 
lie in this cemetery, which overlooks a veritle 
bend in the Moselle River. They, like 7.500 


Colnirvmen whose remains were returned 
home for reburial, fell daring the campaign 
in this corner of Pf ramce, 

‘The people of the Vosges. remembering whe 
helped save their land, fled up the hill to 
the dedication of the U.S. memorial under 
a yray sky. Many stopped to study the mav- 
nificent has-reliefs on the south fucade of the 
white stone rectangular building containing 
a chapel and war history room (pages 766-7). 


Flags Fly Together at Epinal 


To these French guests 0. 5, Ambassador 
C. Doula Dillon spoke in their own tongue: 

“We have not always succeeded in keeping 
ourselves as firmly united in peace as our ayl- 
diers were during the war... But before this 
monument we feel our mutual confidence... 
come to life again.” 

Smal) French and U. 5S. flags fluttered in 
fraternal pairs at the foot of each headstone, 
The breese could scarcely stir the larger 
banners of both nations hanging together 
from one high mast, weil 

“La Marseillaise” and then “The 5Stor- 


Spangled Banner” echoed across the Moselle 


Valley. ‘The sun burst through a rift in the 
slate sky. gleaming on the white marble 
crosses, How oreen the grass in the after- 
noon liwht: how voung the men beneath it! 

An American who had fourht beatde some 
of them said to me: The fellows under those 
crise made it possible for us to get through 
the ‘war. They did a lot more than we did, 
Sure. we received meduls. But they gave 
their lives," 

In this spirit the United States honors its 
fallen sons. The memorials stand in proud 
and grateful tribute ta them, an. inspiration 
to us “that we here highly resolve that these 
dead shall not have died in watm, ..."'

Bivouncked near the Blue Danube 


We were camped ina meadow beside-a trib- 
utary of the Diintbe, just outside Vienna,

Shakedown Cruise, Florida to Wroming

Generally we traveled in convoy at about 35 
to 40 miles an hour and aimed to cover ne 
more than (50 miles aday, But some mem- 
hers might prefer a tote start and na stop 
for lunch. while others would like ‘to hit the 
road ot dawn and hove the better part of 
the day to spend at our destination. 

Qur schedule micht call for driving on 
Saturday, which made problems for our Sev- 
enth-<day Adventist? couple, or on Sunday, 
which perturbed others who preferred a cay 
of leisure.

The vote was ves, ancl 
the new recruit proved invaluable: with his 
uthvice on road and traffic conditions, 

Whatever the issue, we thrashed {t out 
apenly and amicably, and the verdict went to 
the side with the most votes (puge 771). 

We were, in short. a vehicular American 
village rather proud af its capacity to handle 
its problems as they arose, in a democratic 
spirit. As such, we had mot only ballots 
but olse ‘duties. 

Wally, of course, functioned as mayor, and 
also as chief of state, protecal officer, and 
Toastmaster on ceremonial occasions. Past- 
muster general was Don Hill, aséisted by 
Hill Carlson, These useful citizens wot

Many other wayfarers 
of varying nationalities were camped near by, 
mest of them in tents, and they liked to drop 
in.atall-hoors, The Germans seemed) to have 
the liveliest curiosity; they wanted to. know 
everything shout everything: and to scramble 
over the language barrier they resorted cagerly 
to any medium of commeunication—handds, 
fect. shoulders, eyebrows, 

They appeared to be amazed and delehted 
at the simplest things: for example, at my 
knitting socks. 

“Ach, dase it gut! For the children, nicht 
wurde?” As if they had believed American 
women coull use their fingers only for lor 
ing: television kneoles! 

What seemed to perplex. the Parisians, 
however, was not our knitting or any laber- 
caving guliet< sy much as our ability to 
travel amicably together. They assumed 
that such a large group would naturally ex- 
plode mto o dozen cligues and cabals, 


French TV Films Camp Life 


French television camerame 
porters covered our camp assiduously, Our 
children were photographed stumbling from. 
ther sleeping bags in the morning: IT was 
filmed hanging out the laundry and cooking 
hamburgers over our charroal grill beneath 
the trees: Ardean was interviewed as to his 
opinions of French models, fe joss fot, and 
the Presidential ebleetion. 

Even an énussary of the mayor came. He 
brought each caravanner a charming water 
Color of some Parisinn scene and welcomed 
ns graciously ta the City of Light. Wally 
replied in kind and ended by crowning the 
mayor with o Byam beret and making him 
“one of us.”

Perhups the most impressive testimonial to

Touring a Champaine Estate 


Qur carvan stopped on the ¢rounds of the 
estate owned by the great champagne firm of 
Pommery & Greno, healed hy the two Princes 
de Polignac, Guy and Edmond. The spec- 
tache so intrigued the princes that they invited 
us all in to meet their mother, the princess 
dawager, tine) to sip a glass of champagne or 
a cup of tea. 

Most of us managed our teacups all right, 
even. though they rattled a hit from stage 
fright; but we were not all so graceful in 
our curtsies as we might have been, It takes 
a bit of practice, 

AS foscinating as the Polignac chiteau was 
the vast underground labyrinth near by where 
the family’s liquid wealth is stored and core- 
fully tendel—some 127,000,000 bottles. We 
descended a staircase of 116 steps to the 
Pommery cellars. From this portal branches 
n spiderweb of tunnels connecting 170 cpuuar- 
ries. (halk building blocks from these pits 
went into the making of Gallic and Koman 
Reims (Durecertorum). 

We found the 11% miles of oolleries laid 
gut like streets, each with its own name, 
some with sculptured walls and arched ceil- 
ings. (in either side stretch the racks bear- 
ing vintuwes of a special vear and quality. 
The temperature—-a steady 50° F_ in winter 
and sutimer—matures and preserves the wine 
admirably. 

Some 200,000 visitors find their way 
through these famous cellars every year, anc 
why a few of them don't remain there, hope- 
lessly Tost in the maze. we couldn't under- 
stand. We were told that during Work) War 
T some American soldiers billeted here did get 
lost in the cellars—for several days, 

Princes Guv antl Edmond kindly offered 
the carnvan a Very attractive corner of the 
estute on which to camp for the night: and 
the next morning they provided a surprise 
ef their own, They strofled) from trailer to 
trailer gallantly canrymy souvenir bottles of 
their own product. 


When they knocked on Verona Halifax's 
trailer, she was busy at the sink. Impa- 
tiently she flung open the door, nearly 
dropped a wet plate. as she confronted the 
Politics, and in a daze accepted the cham- 
pagne and a hearty hundshake. 

“Wouldn't vou know!" she lamented later. 
“The first and probably only time in my life 
T wet a chance to greet a couple of real 
princes in my own home—and 1 have clish- 
water hands!" 

Nevertheless, when we pulled away fram 
the grounds of the estate that day, we noted 
that Prince Guy was sporting a caravan beret 
amd tying the canivan pennant from one 
fender of his limousine and the Polignac

Not all aur stapovers proved oo light- 
hearted. On our way toward the Lixem- 
boure frontier we visited the great cemeteries 
of Bellean Wowl, Chiteau Thierry, and 
Verdun (page 771). These are green ane 
even beautiful parks now, but for all of us 
they Invoked somber memories, especially for 
som Of the cantvanners who. howl actually 
fought there during World War 1. 


To Patton's Grove in Luxembourg 


One of the carnvan kids, poking about in 
the scrub, unearthed a rusty, muddy gun. 
Somehow it seemed more real, more eloquent 
of the grim slaughter that had occurred here 
than all the immaculate regiments of crosses, 
row on tow, Just as we were leaving, a guide 
who had been showing us about rushed up to 
me and thrust into my arms a bouquet of 
lilacs: J burst into tears. 

We breeze across. the frontier into Lux- 
embourg with «a minimum of fuss, Here, 
as in other countries, Wally had done soch a 
fine job the previows summer in arranging 
our passage that the customs officials greeted 
us almost as long-lost fnends Thouweh our 
trailers could have been stacked to the ceil- 
in with contraband, not once did a border 
inspector even step across the threshold ex- 
cept when invited to see our homes, 

Through the pasteard grand duchy we 
motored) to a fatising reception at the town 
hall of Diekirch, with the United States am- 
hassador erecting us in person and the mayor 
delivering a heart-warming speech. We re- 
viewer the fatefu) scenes in the Battle of the 
Bulae, which thundered acres this tiny land, 
and «aw General George Matton’s grave. 

Then Germany, At Dilsseldorf we were 
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ushered to a lush and spacious park slong- 
side the Rhine; A German “umpah-umpah” 
hand pounded cut a welcome, fowming steins 
were freely circulated, and the burgomeister 
grated as if to visiting royalty, in the flat- 
tering fashion to which we were nmipidly at- 
tuning ourselves (page 776).

TE ote new home was delightful by day, 
it was fairvlike by night, ss seores of tugs 
anid harves, their lights winking like fireflies, 
passed by on the crver. One tugboat skipper, 
in fact, came ashore and invited us aboard 
for coffee. His wife ground it, pungent and 
strong, in a neat cabin hung with freshly 
starched curtains. ond we talked aver stewm- 
ing cups unti) late that evening.

plan, sprunc up phoenixlike fram the rubble 
in an ampler, more gracious design than ever. 
Here was not merely a beautiful bot ale a tre- 
méndously vital city, already beginning to 
function as the industrial ane) commercial 
heart of Weel Germany. 

We had our own surprises for the good 
people of Dusseldorf. When my husband 
was sweeping out wur trailer one day (a Lask 
he would never deign to perform at home}, 
he looked up Lo set o knot of some 20 or 25 
German males staring at him in utter fnasci- 
nation. ne of them, at last finding his 
voor and a few words of Englich, asked: 

“The men in America—all the housework 
they do, mtcht wate?" 


Caravanners Storm Camera Shops 


In Drisseldorf caravanners took full add- 
vantage of their first real opportunity to buy 
a famous German product: the camera tied 
all its many accessories. In one frenetic day, 
shepherded by my photographer husband, 
they bought 322.000 worth of: eqpipment. 

By Germany's well-landscaped expressway 
system of Antofehnen the corayan rolled 
northeast through miniature, seemingly hanc- 
carved villages to the bewitching town of 
Wiedenbriick, Here, wfter parking in a flag- 
decorated field. playing host to hundreds of 
windiw-peeping visitors, and hanging out the 
bays’ newly washed blue jeune to dry, we 
repaired to the venerable inn of the Fox Den 
for hot chocolate and coffee, 

A steep-gahiled, half-timberrt farmhouse. 


with a havloft above and one main room be- 
low. the Fox Den breathed an air of rough- 
and-ready hospitality, A gilded fox reared! 
upon an apenwork wrought-iron sien, anel 
above the door Gothic mimerals gave the date 
when the tavern was built: 1686, 

We found the one big toble that évening 
occupied by half a dozen German men, 
Bowing and smiling. they made room for us 
at ance, and a merry “conversation” ensued, 
They had no English, and we oo German, 
but it.didn’t <eem to matter much. 

We hadn't been there lone before « hunter 
dropped in, He was clad in the traditional 
dark forest green. with black leather boots, 
and when we left the inn to go home, we 
saw in the rear of hie littl car the buck 
he hid just shot—small. neat, precisely in 
scale. with the Volkswagen! 

We took the road south to Frankfurt and 
its marvelous shops. 1 lost myself promptly 
iment the toys at Behle’s—whole villages af 
dollhouses a complete funicular ancl tramear 
system traversing papier-miche mountuins. 
helicupters that rose more than 100 feet 
into the air, music boxes of sityery tone, 
Platoon ypen platoon of lead soldiers, an 
entire waterfront alive With mininture cranes, 
hoists, trucks, and stevedores,

We bod campetl at Frankfurt along the 
Main, and it was by another lovely river, the 
Nechar, that we settled down in Heidelberg, 
paving across the placid stream at the dream- 
ing spires ond bell towers of this beautiful 
university city (page. 774). 

fis acndemic traditions, its garden restau- 
rants, its vay parade of excursion boats meant 
much to Arhean and to me: but to our three 
youngsters the exciting thing was to discover 
a group of children playing baseball nlone 
the bank and munching hot dogs. 

When Bruce acensted ane of them, he was 
delizhted to get on answer in idiomatic 
American, 

“Look here,” he asked in bewilderment, 
“how did you learn to speak English so well?" 
“Well. why not? I'm from Cincinnati.” 

Then, leaving the main yreup for a while, 
we struck up inte the Hlack Forest (Schwarz 
Wall).

June Snow Blocks Arlberg Pass 


When oat last we heared for Austrian, on 
2 fine morning-in early June, the Alps ahead 
of ws looked more-spectacular than ever in 
fonew top dressing of snow, But as we 
climbed toward Feldkirch past the border, we 
son learned that the snow was not merely 
pretty: tt had so blanketed the Arlberg Pusx 
that we couldn't cross that night. 

Next morning it was still snowing high up 
on the peaks, but a conference of police and 
auto club officials finally decreed that the 
chravanners might attempt the pass if they 
dared (page 788). We held 2 meeting: voted. 
and a majority declared in favor.of trying it. 

Up we crawled, the snaw a foat der on 
the highway and banked, door-high on either 
side. A tow truck stood by, ready to help, 
Near the top the police halted us and had 
is. wait until all dewnward traffic had been 
cleared from the road. The caravan children

We entered a lonely, hushed world of 
white, Smow in soft gusts battered wt the 
windshiel|.

Suddenly we broke through the storm Int 
an equally blinding blaze of sutli¢ght, We 
had reached the summit, All around us tay 
a sea of fluffy clouds, pierced here and there 
by sharpfanged mountaintops. The great 
irs held wp their sigary branches to the 
sky like cuteots from a Christmas card. 

The descent was easy. By nightfall we 
were camped in a rolling field outside Inns- 
brock.

In the center of the cup lay the enchantine 
city, capita] of Austria's Tyrol, a curious 
compound of narrow, accaded medieval lones 
aid broad avenues, 


Tyrolese Dancers Sct a Fashion 


Next morning, 4 warm sun melted the 
show in the meadow and on the still-damp 
grass a troupe of Tyrolese slop dancers gen- 
tially caverted for our benefit, yodeling and 
einging before an incomparnthle Alpine hack- 
drop (page 785). They made a profound 
Impression on many o male caravanner: in a 
few days their leather shorts and jaunty hats 
had beeome practically a uniform for many 
of the drivers. Not a few gentlemen well 
past the half-century mark could be discerned 
practicing modest leaps behind their trailers 
and slapping themselves in time to some odd 
rhythm of their own, 

It is hard to relate the kine of wide-armed 
weloome we received from: the peaple of this 
région without becoming a bit maudlin. and 
slightly implausible. When we drove up 
throuwh the everereen forests and brawling 
trout streams of the berder to Garmisels. 
Partenkirchen (page 786), we were met by a 
German band operating fortissimo; and ut 
Salzburg, after we had held open house and 
retired to bed, we were roused by siniing. 
Ann Homme, peering: out her trailer window, 
saw at whole chorus of Austrians, 

One young tan stepped forward, bowed, 
and said it excellent English: “You were kind 
enourh ta show us your ‘home on wheels.’

The Tempest; sausages und schnitzel at a 
700-year-old rathekeller in the capital: a tour 
of dreamlike Hochosterwitz, north of Klaven- 
furt, which could have been the model for 
Walt Disney's castle in “Snow White”; fire 
works and a walter carnival near by, with 
Waler <kiers zigzag in actosa the lake be- 
tween rows of candles bobbing In cork oats, 

Then Trieste.* 

Tf we had been anticipating; subcon- 
scignusly, a letdown after the exuberant re- 
ception which Austria had accorded us, we 
were to be rapidly reassured, for one of our 
first stops was at Duing Castle, home of Prince 
Raymond della Torre « Tasso (pages 7858-9}, 

Few Americans have had the privilese of 
entering this fabulous mansion perched an a 
chit overlooking the Adriatic. We were 
lucky. ‘The prince's curiosity was piqued by 
the sight of our encampment of “aluminum

A hundsome, exzaging man ‘in his forties, 
Prince Raymond graciously offered uz cakes 
and tok] ws he had been “raised on the 
NATIONAL GrooiArmic Magazine”: his 
grandfather, Alexander, had been a member of 
The Society.

That first fort wae birt by the Romans 
to protect them from, pirate raids, In 1467 
the Turks destroyed It. The present castle, 
providenthy besun before 1400 ly the lords 
of Duino about » Roman tower, has had its 
own troubles, Ttulian artillery nearly cemol- 
ished it in World War 1, and reconstruction 
was Started only im 1924, 

We found Duino's inner courtyard lined 
with ancient statuary. A beautiful staircase 
of-stone led up to the main salons, Within, 
intricately patterned rugs and delicate tapes- 
tries softened the chill of walls and marble 
floors. With casual pride the prince showed 
wa magnificently dluminated chant book. the 
creation of Italian monks in 1348, 

“Tt's among the fine anes of Italy," he re 
marked. “Dulno. you know, has been some- 
thing of a haven for poets antl ortists and 
writers over its long lifetime. This spinet, 
for instunce—" he sat down at a delicate in- 
strument-—is wine the Hungarian composer 
Franz Liset used in teaching my ereat-orand- 
mother to play." 

We found we had our own unexpected con- 
nections with Prince Raymond. One of our 
carmvanners. Joe Seclack, had come to the 
United! States from Czechoslovakia, worked 
aso toolmaker, then built wpa hivhly success 
ful machine business. But in his younger 
European days he bad served os mechanic to 
Prince Raymond's grandfather, a racing-car 
enthusiast, Jor had sat beside Prince Alex- 
ander thrcugh many a thrilling cross-country 

“rally.” bucketing arauned the curving, dlust- 
smothered rosds of Europes, 

When we had finished our ramble through 
the castle, the prince came back with os to

Motor Tourism Booming in Europe 


The 29-by-33-inch sheet, 14th Mar or Ev- 
rorr published by The Soclety since 1899, 
features a network of red lines indicating the 
principal highways of the elnborate system 
serving the Continent and the British Isles, 
Motor tourism in Europe has shown a tre- 
mendous upsurge since World War IT. In 
1947 only 1,115 international drivers’ permits 
were issued to U, 5, citizens, By last year 
the figtire had jumped ta 46,000, and for 1937 
the estimated total ix 60,000, Hy far the 
larvest number is for travel in Europe. 

Twenty-five countries, including most of 
these in Europe, are partes to the 1949 
United Nations Convention on Road ‘Traffic. 
Throuwebh the American Automobile Assoria- 
tion and the American Automobie Tourlng 
Alliance, international permits are orfanted to 
drivers holding licenses in their own States. 
Though not yet a party to the convention, 
the United Kingdom also isswes permits to 
vEiting motorists, 

In the spring of 1957, despite shortages re- 
sulting from the Suez Canal crisis, visitors to 
Lurope were assured of gasoline supplies, 

In some parts of Furope, Americans will 
come upon a useful institution that is com- 
monploce ot home but new there—the motel. 
More than [00 of these efficient highway 
havens were open for business in 1937, atv 
uthers were in the planning stage. 


For. students of international affairs, anc 
all who follow current events, the new map is 
invaluable, It shows 2 Europe and near-by 
areas that haye known much ferment since 
they were last depicted on a one-sheet map 
by The Society's cartographers in 1949. 

southward irom near Vienna to the VYupo- 
sav frontier rons: the jogged Austro-Hun- 
garian border across which thousands of Hun- 
parians fed bo freedom from their Communist 


rulers last fall. 


Other areas of political unrest on the map 
include the Suez Canal, nationalized in July, 
1956, by Exypt's President Nasser; the 
strife-torn Egypt-Israel border, and the Brit- 
ish Crown Colony of C yprus, scene of a vi0- 
lent movement for union with Greece.

At nightfall father 
pulled our overheated car into the village of 
Roan Mountain, Tennessee, andl stopped in 
front of the inn. 

Qutside oor rooms o mountuln stream 
braWwled lustily—a niarvel to children from a 
region where branches run only after heavy 
mins and far-to-middling rivers go dry im 
late summer. Next moming futher dredeed 
up one of his time-tested jokes: 'Prethy 
wasteful. Semebady forgot ta tur that 
stream of. They let the woter-run all nicht!” 


Milehigh Meadow Crowne the Roan 


A piping whistle and chuffs of steam drew 


8 from the breakfast table to look at “"Pweet- 
sie,’ of narrow-gauge locomotive pulling a 
string of boxcars alone the main street. As 
it topper a rise toward North Curolina, [ 
looked up and saw a huge flat-crestec) moun- 
tuin willing off the world to the south. A 
lownemin, Seeing my obsorption, sidled imp 
and ‘said. “That's the Roan.’ 
“You mean Roan Mountain?” | asked. 


“Maps tight call it that. but ‘to uw who 
live with her she’s more than a mountain,” 

An oloost mystical note entered his voloe. 
“Chmbh the Roan and youl) see what T mean, 
It hasn't got a rocky top like ordinary moun 
tains. Up there, « mile high, you'll finel six 


miles of mealows stretchine throweh the 
Clouds. The bieeest. purplet rhododendron 


you ever saw grows there in great clumps.” 


He told me toccome back sometime in Lite 
June, when the blossoms were out. ‘Oi 
course, you may have to pet your daddy tao 
walk up the mountain with you. The. old 
qurringe nual that peaple weed to bike wp to 
Cloucdlind Hotel is awtul rowh on ecors.” 


Twenty-seven Years Between Visits 


In my bevish mind, after that visit, the 
Roan beame the symbol of all the world’s: 
thawic mouttitoing., [ reeolved to revisit it 
someday cine reach the top in biossomtime. 
But life's road has many tornings, andl 27 
years puueed before 7 tame this way again. 

Time had changed things, When I finally 
returned, Rea Mountain Inn hoe btr,e¢d 
down. (he marrow-gauge tracks were gone 
from the street. and Tweetsie’s whith wos 
athy an-echo in the bills. Instead of hiking 
up Roan Atountain with my father, | drove a 
tar up in hivh pear, with my own children. 
Instead of fone exaltation on a remote, my¥s- 
terigus peak, we-shared our feelings and ‘the 
blossama with about 10,000 ther pilgrims, 

We were there for the annual tworday 
Rholodendron Festival, which this vear cele 
brates its eleventh renewal over the weekend 
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of June 27 and 23. The blossoming perio 
last< nearly a month. 

People from western North Carolina -and 
eastern Tennessee joni have flocked to the 
Roan's natural gardens: for picnics among 
the towering flowers. 

Now the new highway, paved to the very 
top, has begun to altrict travelers from far- 
ther owoy. And no wonder. Here is prob- 
ably the world's most extensive, beautiful, ane 
accessible stand of Rhododendron catawdwnse. 

| clambered to a high point and surveyed 
the almost unbelievable scene. As far as 1 
could see along the mountain, the giant blos- 
gos reached into the sky. The gnarled 
plants: gtow in clumps as big-as houses, their 
tlosy leaves forming an olive-green back- 
ground for the Name-hued flowers, Covering 
hunedneds of acres; the clisplay stuns the senses. 


Favorite Spot for Pienickers: 


In grassy areas picnickers: were scatter- 
ing. to find) favorite nooks: ‘The thotsands 
were accommodated with east on the broad 
hoasom of the mountain. My children ond 1 
lunched on the front lawn of the long-since 
dismantled Cloudland Hotel. 

“Nothing left but these foundation stones,"' 
a neighbor told w. “Folks weed to come 
op here before the turn of the century and 
spend the whole summer at the hotel. Hay 
fever sufferers; mostly, But what a spot for 
a resort! Best view in North Carolina. Now 
the Forest Service is talking about putting 
up a modern lodge on the old site.” 

We learned that much is owed to the United 
States Forest Service for the preservation 
and accessibility of Roan Mountain's rhodo- 
dendran. In 194] the Government acquined 
20,000 acres and added it to Pisvah and 
Cherokee National Forests. Later, when 
North Carolina and Tennessee tuilt a hich- 
Way across the Koon at Carvers Gian, the 
Forest Service Lud down a two-mile tink, 
bringing sightseers directly to the flowers." 

At 6.200 feet elevation, we were staining 
an one of the highest pomts in the eastern 
United States (page 526). There was a crisp 
Canadian feel to the air, thoweh the sun beat 
down with southern ardor, 

We wandered along natural etassy walk- 
ways through rhododendron bushes higher 
than our upstretched arms. Some of the in- 
divicual flower clusters are as big as a child's 
head ond hundreds of them blate from a 
single chump.

As evening approached, everyone on the 
mountain but ws started for home, We hol 
brought camping gear and were going to sper 
the night (page 822). As we had planned 
earlier, we met National Geographic pho- 
tovrapher Robert F. Sisson on the vast flower-

“Noble Mountain” Lures Botanists 


Soon we hac the Roan to ourselves, Dark- 
ness filled the great volley below us, and the 
foruway lights of tiny Bulsdean. North Caro- 
ling; emerged to twinkle in a ticktacktoe 
pattern. fo our twilit evrie, as the evening 
breezes soughed through the Fraser firs, | 
bevan te understand the mountain's spell. 

Not just beauty lowers, but men of science 
—particularly botanists—have been lured to 
the Roan. Rising more than 4,000 feet above 
its surroundings, it presents, in vegetation 
and climate, a Canadion Kland in the south- 
em highlands. Even more Interesting to the 
student of plants is the fact that-some spe- 
cies grow here almost exclusively; others were 
first discovered on the mountain and some 
were tamed fir it. 

André Michaux, the great French botanist, 
was the first white man of record to explore 
Roan (1794), He described and named its 
thedodendron. Dr. Asa Grav, the only het- 
anist in America’s Hall of Fame, in New 
York City, talked like a press agent after 
visiting the Roan in 1841. In his account he 
called it “this noble mountain.” 

“How was the mountain named?" my

All Muldive Men Like Kites 


I turned inquiringly to my guide, Mr. Thra- 
him Didi, the alb-knowledgeable one, whe also 
wat a customs and postal clerk when there 
was nobody about to guide, which was often. 

“He likes kites,” answered Mr, Didi, *‘All 
men in the Maldive Islands like kites. Look!" 

| followed the sweep of his eves into the 
Clear blue sky of the monsoun morning out- 
side. There, Sure enough, a kite was per- 
forming skillful werobatics, five or six hundred 
feet up, TH was a very special kind of kite, 
all blue ani) shininw gall, and a sheen of 
flickering white led away from it like a gns- 
samer thread—tright to the window where the 
clerk was sitting, He was cheerfully fying 
a kite while corrying on his job. 

] had known earlier that I had come to a 
most unustial eroup of happy islands. But, 
after a lifetime of wandering the fnee of the 
earth, I was astonished to find ot lost a clerk 
who had time and inclination to play with 
kites out of his office window,

2,000 ishinds and islets. Two hundred and 
fifteen of these islands support some 93,000 
people. virtually all Moslems. The land 
area they occupy is about 115 square miles. 
but the zone of sea around and between the 
island: is immense (map, page 434). 

The capital is the island city of Malé, the 
only port af entry. The 8.000 inhwhitants of 
Malé live tn good homes built beside straight 
streets and wide sandy roads. The whole 
island is only a mile long and half.a mile or 
so wide. Thoueh the Maldives are a democ- 
racy under British protection, no Britishers 
live there; in fact, no Europeans of any kind 
are resident anywhere in the ishinds—not so 
much as a consular official ora merchant. 

During World War IT, Gan Island in Addu 
Atoll, southernmost of the Maldive group, 
bel an RAF airfield. Ut was liter whanconed. 
but this year Britain obtained Maldivian con-

Satling by Baggala to Male 


T had long wanted to visit the Maldives; but 
it was not easy to arrange. No steamship, 
no airplane would tuke me there. The chiel 
means of communication was an old sailing 
ship from the port of Colombo in Ceylon. 

She owas a daggate, or begedlow, a type 
common in the western Indian Ocean for oen- 
turies, | had sailed in such ships before 
when T was with the Arabs.” She had a 
lateen rig and o bull like o walleon of olel. 

The only accommedation the bageula of- 
fered was.a “great cabin,” which took up the 
alterpart of the big teak hull and contained 
eight shelflike bunks, a writing table, an old 
hurricane lamp, amd miscellaneous goots the 
Maldivian crew were taking home. Promi- 
nent among these were umbrellas. 

The beautiful carved-stern of this venerable 
craft reminded me of the models of Portu- 
tucse Ceravels | bad seen in Lisbon. Her 
metocians mime was the Gloria! Mercy. 

The captain, Mohammel Muniku; spoke

Life Primitive Aboard a Baggala 


The life was ptimitive. Cooking was done 
ata firebox on deck, and water was carried 
in iron tanks: The ship had unloaded dried 
tuna from the Maldives and in return leaded 
rice and flour and drums of kerosene. She 
also carried the mails, for she was a Mal- 
divian Government ship. 

A few years ago there was a fleet of 20 
of jes vessels sailing between the Mulrlives 
and Cevlon, with an occasional visit to Cal- 
culta. There wos oko o famous old brig. 
Now there is no brig. and only eight boggalas, 
Such ships are no longer being built, and 
soon they will disappenr (page 842 ).7

Sogn the city's modern skyline dropped from 


sight, and we were in a world of our own, 

Ott passengers were interesting fellows. 
One was o sick old oian returning from a 
fruitless visit to a Colombe hospital, where 
surgeons had found him too weok for a 
néerled operation. [tf was the second thme he 
hod made the journey, the second time he 
had heen turned beck for the same reasnit. 
He had « fine face and a cheerful smile, de- 
spite the. state of ‘his health. 

He wis a professional storyteller, and he 
ait. in the shade of the longbosat, the only 
nwt the Glory carried. and spun yarns all 
day to the crew. Unfortunately they were 
in the Maldivian linguage, which | could not 
understand, but the way he held those touch 
mariners smelbauned indicated they must have 
been wonderful vars. The old lod was re- 
turning hone to die, but he kept his spirits. 

‘There were also three young fishermen whoa 
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had been blown away from the Maldives in 
@ storm evht munth= earlier. Their boat hadi 
Chpsited and tossed! out her gear. Only the 
fact that they were strange swimmers had 
saved their lives: They had righted the bont 
and sat down to last out their ordeal; the 
wind wus southwest and. strong, and all India 
lay ta the northeast of them. 

Their craft, though frail, was seaworthy 
and could be trusted to drift. So they sat 
there for 10 days, hungry and without water. 
Then their boat touched somewhere alone the 
Malabar Coast, and they dragrerl themselves 
ashore, more dead than alive. Now they were 
going home to carry on fishing again. 

Capt: Mohammed Muaniku said that Mal- 
divian. fzhermen are often blown away like 
that. Mostly they survive. They are ex- 
cellent seamen, with a rugec! endirance. He 
knew one who was picked ap by an ail tanker 
bound on om lone vovage to South Affica. 
The castaway spoke only Maldivin, which 
no one understood, and it was years before 
anyone found cut where the poor fellow lived. 
But new he, too, was back in Malt fishing. 

We were only three days sailing to. Male. 
The captain entered the big lagoon by night. 
There was moonlight, and we sated close by 
several sandy islet=, eur enough ty hear 


breakers corling on the beaches und the 
monsoon sighing in the polms: | new then 


that our captain was an able sailer, both toe 
fil the entrance to the lagoon by night 
and to have the enurage to sul in.

All the land was low, just a 
few feet above sea level, marked only by 
ywilms sud the buildings of Male. 

T fanded on Malé's waterfront at a fine 
teak landing stave by the post office and the 
customs house. Malé looked a wonderful 
place. Two smiling figures met me, each 
wheeling a magnificent bicvele. which | soon 
discovered] was the common means of trans- 
port in the Islands. Only the Sultan had a 
small automobile, and there were two light 
trucks for handling cartes, 

1 walkecl between the cyclists. who were 
the Chief of Customs and the Secretary for 
Health, wand felt-as if I were strolling through 
n well-kept flower garden. I had heard of 
the “flowered isles of the South Seas” and 
had even spent some time fruitlessly Inoking 
for such places. Now, unexpectedly, I had 
found one! 

Qrehids were overywhere, and flowering 
creepers. fhime crimson and violet blooms 
lavishly over every wall, Breadfruit trees, 
manvors, papaw, coconut, and bonanas filled 
the garden of every bowse, and the great 


square before the Sultiin’s palace, where it was 
hot a luscious green, was ablaze with oplor. 
1 entered oll this throwwh a well-built 
white arch by the waterfront, which was 
crowded with small ships of a distinctive type, 
aj] of them with larce crews of lauching bors 
and men. From the great square, in a precise 
Tectanwular formation, wide, sanded streets 
led to the four corners of the island. The 
streets blaged white in the hot morning sun. 
Only the Sultan's palace and some of the 
Government buildings were twe-storind, The 
rest were spacious and well-built bungnlows.

Noa Trafic, No Policemen 


There was no sign of an autamobile pony- 
where, nor so much as a ricksho to be seen. 
wo lights blinked their imperiiuus 
meseaces: no horassed policeman stood on 
duty; indeed, there was not a single police- 
man, or a uniformed figure, 40 
newsbuys shouted their wares—no vendors, 
no police no trafic.

40 nautical miles south of what sailors call 
the Line, It was late February and March 
when [ was there, pticl the the 
northeast monsoon was weorme oul, So on 
rest A Lemons there WHS il ek! doldrums 
squalli—a jot of raansand not much wind, and 
afterwards the whole atmosphere seemed clean 
anil fresh as if it had been washed! 

[ settled in ot my bungalow on Orchid 
Lane, where no telephone ‘ever shrilled and 
no mail lt was sametimes bot tat 
never stifling, The mosquitoes were a bit «! 
A plague, and the Secretary for Health told 
me they corried Maldivian fever, a kind of 
molarial Uiness which can be serious for Eu- 
rope and Maldivian alike. 1 learned that 
nearly every European who spent mote than 
10 days in the islands seemed to cuntract this 
fever, which could be fatal, T covered mvself 
with mosquite repellent. but the rascals Wked 
it, Yet somehow | escaped the fever.

Children Stare at White Visitor 


On one of the first of these walks we met 
some small children wotne to school (the t- 
lands are 90 percent literate). When they 
daw me they stopped, very quietly, and stared 
at me with the greatest politeness, 

"What ore they looking at?" T asked. 

"You must excuse them, please,” my in- 
terpreter said wently, “They rarely set 2 
European, 50 you are a great curiosity.” 

The sailing ships tracing to Malé, he 
explained, are either Maldivian or Indinn, 
ond eo are their crews. Addu Atoll is o long 
way from Malé, and though a flying-boat 
buoy lay moored off the twin light towers 
that marked the entrance to the inner har- 
bor, inside the fringing reef, an aircraft was 
nh Ture visitor. When they cime, from bases 
in Ceylon, it was on the way to the Sevchelles 
or the island of Diege Garcia, and they did 
not stay long. This was usually the only con- 
tact with Europeans, apart from the very oc- 
casional visit by a small steamship which 
might hove white officers aboard. No won- 
der the childten were interested in me! 

This was 4 mew experience for me, too. T 
had never been 30 completely alone before, 
not even with the Arals, The children formed 
a citcle arcuid me. some of the little chaps 
peering. into my countenance with solemn 
stare from a foot or two awny, and before 
long thete was an outer circle of adults behind 
them, also politely. staring. 

AS interested in them ts they were in me, 
T looked in the children's schoolbooks sand 
saw they were studying Arabic and Mal- 
divian scripts and srithmetic. 


Girls Go to School at Night 


The island city was divided Inte four wards, 
und each wos responsible for its own elemen- 
tary schools, The wards combined to build 
a laree, modern secondary school, where the 
loys were taught by day and the older girls 
by nleht. I is considered uncignified for 
rirls and ¥oung women to be seen on the 
streets; hence the night schooling. 

As a friendly privileze [ was invited to 


visit the high school by night, when the girls 
were there. There were about a hundred 
gitls, from 12 years of age to perhaps 146, 
Even the teachers looked like teen-agers, but 
T was told that they were married women in 
their mid-twenties, Perhaps the Maldivian 
women know the secret of eternal youth, for 
only the very aged looked old at all. 

The girls were all prettily dressed in long 
frocks with Inrge, pointed collars, long 
sleeves, amd high waists—not a school iuni- 
form, but the national ‘style: The dresses 
were made from colorful gossamer stuff, and 
the girls' dark tresses were veiled with wisps 
of gay silk which hung over their shoulders. 

Golden ornaments, the gold perhaps taken 
Trom the wreck of a galleon, set the girls off. 
and some of them wore tortoise-shell combs 
Of an exquisite marking. ‘The Maldive. tor- 
toises are noted for their unusual markings,

Homes Have Peering Places for Women 


At frst T had seen scurcely ony older 
women. But | soon noticed that they were 
aS interested in the stranger as the children 
were. “They hac special peering places above 
their garden walls where they could stand 
unt] look over without being seen, 

Later, when the soldiers played a football 
match (which they did with great energy and 
considerable skill—am! in. their hare feet), 
miny woren canw to a special walled en- 
Closure. to watch the wane. I was able to 
see the older women then. Most of them wore 
the same-style dresses as the high school 
irks, but some elderly Iadies stil wore an 
Older style national costume, which, | knew, 
had been in vogue a century before T Stepped 
ashore in the Mnildives, 

This consisted of an overdress of blue or 
terra colty material coming to the knees, and. 
beneath it, a broad skirt sewn in striped 
homespun, dropping nearly to the ground, 
The skirt always had two or three horizontal 
bands in-white. To me the ensemble looked 
heavy fur the intense heat of March in Male, 

These ladies had their hair made up mat 
beautifully, with Jitth buns at the side, and 
some had combs of great magnificence. They 
either were barefoot or wore bright sandals. 


Similar dresses 
noted by travelers 
Maldives, of 
best known are the famed 
Aral lim Batuta and the 
French adventurer Fran: 
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industriouely in a bowl of the rose water for 
a quarterof an hour, and applied the resultant 
fluid to my burns, 1 was better in three days, 

When T left Colombo to visit the Maldives, 
friends fu) said in all ‘seriousness, “Take 
care! ‘The people still believe in witcheraft, 
and know bow to use jinn.” 

1 smiled, Bat 1 found that in fact there 
still are thagicians in the ishonds, and official 
exorcisers af finn, A jinni, apparently, is 
onevil spirit which can cause serious harm. 
In: the Maldives, when there is sickness, it 
is usual first to request one of the qualified 
sorcerers to come along and try to drive away 
the jinnl, and while | was there the jocal 
gazette (published monthly) cave a list of 
39 qualited medical men of various types, 
six of whom were sorcerers. 

lf the sorcerer’s treatment docen’t work, 
then it is presumed that the illness ie not 
cased by a jini. and other methods must be 
used. ‘There ts a Pakistani doctor ot Malé, 
with a well-equipped dispensary, but for sur- 
very patients must go tu Colombe, 


How « Sorecrer Casts Out a Jinni 


Hefore scoffine at the idea of casting out 
a jinni, 1 reflected that really the Maldivians 
put first what an-increasing number of West- 
em medical men are only now learnine—the 
probability of an illness having. «a mental 
cmt So when one of the local sorcerers 
offered to put on o demonstration for my 
benefit, T accepted with great interest. 

His nome was Hajar Mohammed Didi {Didi 
is a rank, something like Estjuire in English), 
and he was an extraordinary man, He was 
dressed in the traditional whites of the Mab 
divian gentleman—white sarong. immaculte 
white shirt, and well-pressed white facket. 
His feet were protected by open sandals, and 
he wore a gray woolen fez, Hie powerful, 
piercing eves were striking. There whe a 
challenge ond o power in them that could 
not be denied. 

Hajata the sorcerer came with my inter. 
jiveter and the Seeretary for Health and an- 
other youn friend I had made, Abdulla 
Raleel. Abdulla was « nobleman of the 
Blinds who was studying navigation at the 
Malé school for pilots, He had been -six 
yturs At oollege in Cevlon and owas an ex- 
tremely pleasant yome man. He also taught 
in the high school and worked by day in 
the customs house: He fed o busy life, snd 
he did not believe in jinn.

When Hajara came, we had no finn for 
him to cast out, and were grateful for that. 
So his exercises that miming were purely in 
the way of demonstration, 1 half believed 
that he would not da anything at all. 

Twos wrong. He called to the kitchen for 
& few simple utensila—a white soup plate, 
a small glass with « little water in it, a jar 
of ink, and a bit of a pointed) twig. He sat 
down beneath one of the orchid bushes and, 
taking the plate in one hand and the twig 
in the other, went to work. 

lf 1 had not been told that the man was a 


sorcerer, I would have thought he was play- 


ing the children’s game of moughts and 
crosses, AT he did, asing the twig, was to 
draw crossed lines on the inside bottom of 
the plate, The diagram had two upright and 
two horizontal lines, and he hurriedly scrib 
bled a few Arabic characters in some of the 
squares, Before Thad time to see what these 
might signify, he erased the whole diagram 
by dashing water on it. 

“This is the moment," my interpreter whis- 
pered. “Watch him now!" 

I watched, keeping a sharp lockout on the 
orchid bush in case the ‘face of a jinni might 
show there, I was mot quite sure what such 
in apparition might be like, but any ap 
parition would do, 


Water and Words Call No Jinni

To owas informed that Hajara. had driven 
jinn out of many men and cured them, but 
he had never cured a woman, Apparently 
jinn cannot be exorcised from women, Lu! 
stay with then: olways. 
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Walking around Malt was always interest- 
ing. “The place was walled more than half 
around, and there were old cannons here andl 
there in emplacements in the walle, I nerticeel 
one beautiful weapon made of bronze, deco- 
rated with the royal arms of Portugal, 


Old Gannons Reeall Portuguese Rule 

The Portuguese were the only Europeans 
tn occupy the Maldives by force. They held 
control for 10 years, while establishing their

Other tlinds lie im the beautiful lagoon. 
1 made @ sailing trip to one of them—ap low, 
tree-filled place called Dunidu., On it stood 
a spacious bungalow, a hard tennis court (put 
there, T was told, by the stalf of a Royal Air 
Force radia stution during the war), the re- 


maine of an American amphibinn aircraft, a 


large bower anchor and 100 fathoms of cable, 
two beautiful boats in tin sheds, and a tusty 
war-built jetty. 

Walking by the beach on the seaward side. 
1 came suddenly upon a-skuil lying beneath 
a half-tide rock. IT wondered whether it was 
that of one of the Portuguese garrison who 
had been -<Iaughtered here, or mavhe of Some 
fisherman whose thirst-torturéd body had 
been cast up by the sea. 


Danees Celebrate a Good Catch 


I alsp visited two other islinds—Hulele 
and Wilingili—in Malé lagoon. Hulele’s 
heidman mustered the school children for me 
and showed me the island's industries: copra 
gathering, and drying tuna and bonito. The 
deep waters of the lageon abound in these 
fish, which are caught from beautiful sailing 
boats shaped like Viking craft. When the 
fishermen return with a -2ood catch, they 
dance alone the thwarts ina hazardous man- 
ner and ting on skin drums and sing, 

The fish are cut into pieces, shehtly boiled, 
aol then smoked mand dried. There is a 
tremendous trade in this dried fish, mostly 
to Ceylon, though it used to be sent to Arabia 
and East Africa as well.

Another trade (noted by all the commen- 
tators who had ever visited the ishinds) is in 
cowrie shells. These are beautiful small shells, 
tibundant all arownd the Maldives, Cen- 
turies ago they were si) prised they were 
wed as currency, but no one recards them 
as money now. | could buy a thousand for 
a Maldivian rupee, less than 10 cents at the 
tine of my visit, 

I caw men cutting firewood and women 
walking across the island to a beautiful white 
beach. There they did the family wash by 
simply wetting it in the sea, banging it in- 
dustriously on the hard sand, and then 
spreacing it on the bushes te dry. 

A boy ran up a palm to cut me a coconut, 
and the drink was very welcome. Hulele 
was bot and infested with large mosquitoes: 

On Wilingili | saw a Government resthouse, 
where overworked civil servants could bring 
their families and take it easy for a while. 
Tt was another garden island, and it offered 
splendid fishing off the beach. ‘Tuna, marlin. 
bonito all swam in great schools there. 


Ambergris Drifts In from the Sea 


The beadman offered me a piece of gray 
stuff which he picked up on the beach: It 
looked repulsive and of no value. He seemed 
anxious that 1 should accept the gift. 

“Take it,” whispered my guide, “That's 
ambergris.” 

Ambergris! 7 had never seen any before. 
That is the stuff, sperm whales cough up 
and whalemen prize, for it has considerable 
value asa fixative of the better perfumes.* 
The piece | took still smelled of whale. 

“We wet oa lot around our islands,” said 
the guide, “! don't know why. Maybe 
plenty sperm whales come here to die.” 

Skimming the lagoon in a swift fishing boat. 
visiting the old brig which lay rigzed down 
in the lagoon, walking about picturesque and 
attractive Malé meeting its people and study- 
ing 13 Jife—my days passed pleasantly and 
my time was always full. 

[ was received very kindly by His High- 
ness the Sultan anc His Excellency the Prime 
Minister alike, the one in his palace and the 
ather in’ his airy and well-built bunvalow, 
which had-the only fan in town. 

Tn the old days-the Sultan was titled “King

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of the Thirteen Provinces and ‘Twelve Thou- 
cand Félands,” and he held absolute power. 
Today he ls elected, and there isa prime 
minister with a parliament, called the Majlis. 
In 1953 a republic was established, which 
lasted nine months. 

The Sultan today lives in a palace sur- 
rounded by thick walls. |t was terribly hot 
when | Was there, ond o labyrinth of court- 
yards and more walls shut out the cooling 
breeze, Tin-roofed bulldings, which almost 
filled the courtyards, added to the heat, and 
the virgin white sand underfoot blazed back 
ut the ferce sun so that it hurl my eves, even 
with dork glasses. 

I wae uchered at lust into a spacious hall, 
heavy with darkly polished teak paneling and 
teaming brass fittings (ike an old East In- 
diaman). Thence a narrow stairway like o 
ship's. companionway led to the Sultan's 
audience chamber, Here the Sultan, His 
Highness Mohammed Farid Didi, awaited 
me, with his Pome Minister, Mr. [brahim 
Ali Didi, and the official secretary. All were 
dressed in European clothing. 

The Sultan is a tall man with fine, well- 
chiseled features. He received some of his 
eduction in Egypt und speaks both French 
ancl Enetish, but he spoke to me in Mialtiv- 
inn, his Prime Minister acting 28 interpreter. 
We chatted pleasantly for a few moments, 
but T was glad to take my leave. The two- 
storied palace was stifling, and 7 thought, if 
T were a sultan, the first thing I would de- 
mand would be a cooler place to live, 


Day of the Bagdalas Is Dying 


When T called on the Prime Minister; T saw 
on his wall photographs of Queen Elizabeth 1 
of Great Britain and her husband, Prince 
Philip, Duke of Edinburgh, taken during 
their visit to a Maldivian exhibition in Cevlon. 

Mr. Ibrahim Ali Didi, a tall and well-built 
mon of strone and dignified features, jonked 
remarkohly like the Sultan and was, in fact, 
rélated ta him. He talked to me of Mal- 
divian progress and pspirations, and of the 
istinds’ need for a powered vessel of their 
own. The day of the baggala, he said, was 
past. 

Tm wfraid 1 tad to agree. ‘The pictur- 
esque biz sailing ships, which had sufficed for 
Tuny centuries, were no longer able te com- 
pete with motorships and steamers, As we 
were speaking a smal] motorship came into 
the lagoon and anchored] close by the fringing 
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reel to tike on a stzable cargo of dried itsh. 

In the winds then blowing, baggalas micht 
take a month to sail the 450 miles from 
Malé to Colombo, tacking and beating and 
fichting the adverse currents. The motor- 
ship would be there in two days, and back 
dimin in Male within six days, with & curgo 
of necessary rice and textiles. 

Reluctantly 1 took passage in the motor- 
ship, a litth German named the Hugo Arit, 
commanded by a German captam who had 
been a submarine commander in the war. As 
IT went oboard, his mote was getting the 
anchor up. T looked overside into the clear 
water, and then [ looked back at the land 
city a lone ‘time. 


Motorship Heads for Ceylon 


The motership’s engines thrashed the blue 
water to a creamy white. The baggalas in 
port were flying their Maldivian ensign for 
our departure, aod the old brig was being 
hove ashare for her lust beaching, ‘The son 
shone on the twin light tewers marking the 
entrance to the small inner harbor through 
the fringing reef, and I could still hear the 
kites buzzing high above the trees. 

Now my motership wis under way, hieadl- 
ing for the gap im the reels through which 
Capt. Mohammed Maniku had sailed by night, 
Soon the atolls, more sea than land, would 
sink below the ‘horizon, leaving the coconut 
palm tops for a while ithe trees growing 
mysteriously in the water, Then all disap- 
peared, and only the lonely ocenn stretched 
away toward Ceylon. 

Tt would be a long, long time before | 
would ever forget the enchanted Muldive 
Islands, with their rugged, quiet, and inde- 
pendent citizens, who were making such a 
auccess of their islands and their city and 
their industries, without interference or atd 
from the outside. 

The central position of the islands in the 
rich monsoon-blown waters of the Inelian 
Ocean had uttracted the navigators ond the 
empire builders of the distunt past—Indimn, 
Persian, Arab—and lone after them the 
Portuguese, Dutch, French, and the English, 
in that order, 

ATL had come, for the strategic position of 
the great tolls was important. All had 
come, bul, seeing how well the islands. were 
doing by themselves, all had gone again, leay- 
ing the islumds and the iskuwlers alone—a 
record which is surely uniqwe. 
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PORED a stick into the tunnel, Muddy 
water sured from its mouth, and a sub-

Handprints Mlark Painted Cit 


With the animals were boldly painted -sym- 
bols——squares, zigengs, and strings of Inzenges, 
lntersperser| between the figures. were hun- 
dreds of handprints, so overlapped as to fon 
ulmest solid areas of red paint near the base 
of the cliff (paves 860 and 861). 

1 piaced my hand over several of the prints, 
but they were all smaller than mine, Then 
King George tried it. His hands fitted the 
prints exactly. 

King George knew neither the sivnificance 
nor the origin of the paintings. °They made 
long time ago,” he said, “but not by Acawni,” 

We found evidence of their age, for here 
and there pointed rock had flaked away, 
The scurs had weathered to the same shade 
as the rest of the cliff, a process thal must 
have taken a. great many years.
